The main program item was N30C demonstrating some advanced features of CT, 
the contest logging program...e.g. connecting to DXTelnet, etc.

DXpedition. ) 


W3LPL gave a report on his recent visits to KC1XX, K1EA, and K1ZM...all 
very impressive stations.

NW Regional Meeting Minutes - February 17, 1998

In attendance were members K3MM, W8BOZ, N4MM, W3NRS, WI2T, W8ZA, N3KTV, 
K3IXD, K80QL, and K3SKE. 


>From the introductions: K80QL, Jerry, will operate single band 80M in the 
ARRL CW test. K3IXD, Ed, has repaired his 160M Inverted L and EWE's for 
the CQ 160 phone contest. N3KTV, Jim, had nothing to say but had pictures 
of ice from K3MQH in January. 


K3SX, Sid, picked up 3 new countries on 160 in 14 days - a CN, S79, and 
3DAO0CA. He recently took down some elevated radials and replaced them 
with more ground-mounted radials, which he thinks has improved things 
somewhat. He will be on 80 and 160 in the ARRL contest, his A3 still on 
the ground. 


W8ZA, Bob, recently water in his Orion rotator connector. He hung 2 80M 
1/2 slopers and a new beverage recently. He praised N4ZR for battling 
against a tower moratorium at a recent Jefferson County commissioners 
meeting. He and WD3A will do a multi-op for ARRL. 


K3SKE, Dan, will be at W3GNQ's for an ARRL phone Multi-2. He got his M2 
Orion rotator interfaced with CT no problem. Now he is just waiting for 
Mosley to deliver a Pro-67C. WI2T, Jeff, will be at W3GNQ's as well. 


N4MM, John, will be part-time in ARRL CW and has been on the road a lot 
with league business. He recently bought Guy Black's mountain top QTH in 
Hampshire County. W8BOZ, Russ, will be at the Fayetteville hamfest and 
is contemplating big power. 


K3MM, Ty, broke his world record from last year in the recent RTTY WPX 
test. He'll be at W3LPL's for ARRL CW and WP3X for a multi-multi with a 
lot of the regular WPX multi crew. K3MM announced that N50OKR will be 
taking over as NW Regional Chairman in March. 


N4MM says the league is pushing for more Direction Finding competition in 
the US to parallel activity in other countries. 


K3MM suggested that PVRC might want to do an official club effort or 
efforts for Field Day this year. A possible site would be near KE3Q's, 
where he did a small operation last year. He also reported a rumour from 
K3Z0 at the regular meeting that PVRC defeated NCCC in the SS club 
competition by about 2 million points. Fred got a phone call from N6TV 
who was a bit perturbed by the incredible number of logs and score racked 
up by PVRC members last Fall! Meeting adjourned.

The chapter membership remains at 22. 


Club business and announcements. January minutes were approved. It was 
noted that PVRC chapters must agree to meet four times per year. PVRC 
will be publishing a club membership list which will then be sync'd with 
current NC chapter membership. 


N3II is looking for past scores to the start of the 5 million contest 
period. We wondered whether point tallies would be put on the web (they 
have, see www.pvrc.org and follow the link to "PVRC 5 Million Award 
Totals") 


There was a discussion of the NC QSO party. AA4NC, N3QYE, KO4PY have been 
active in past years. Will suggested the organizers could improve this 
activity with a few rules changes. 


Member activities. W2CS managed to get a packet station running using 
nothing but a computer sound card as the modem. He used public domain 
software available from:

N4AF sent his regrets. His Dad's health took a turn for the worse and 
Howie had to go to Florida to be with him. 


There was discussion about an extreme delayed echo during the NAQP/CW test 
in which the echo was so bad that K4QPL, W2CS, and N4CW were unable to run 
OSK. 


K2AV just added a 400hz IRCI crystal filter to his 1000MP and is very 
pleased with the results. AA4NC, N4CW and K4MA described the Dayton 
conference CW tests in which callsigns must be copied out of a sea of QRM 
and QORN. 


A discussion of the PVRC club circle, especially in regards to whether 
Albemarle could be within the circle. Someone explained that as it was a 
circle there was a sharp arc cutting this side of Albemarle. There is 
still uncertainty about who within the state might qualify for potential 
membership. KS4XG agreed to pursue this. (A formal request was sent to 
K3MM who bounced it to KE3Q Rich. No word back yet from Rich). 


K2AV was recognized for his outstanding effort on the recent 160 meter 
contest, holding onto the third highest claimed score at the time of the 
meeting. It was one year ago that Guy used KS4XG's station to take part in 
the ARRL DX/CW test and rekindle his interest in contesting. 


K4MA described his use of N4CW's Loos gauge, a device for measuring guy 
wire tension (actually for sail boats, but adaptable to tower 
measurements).

Former ARRL President Bob Denniston, WODX/VP2VI, plans to commemorate the 
50th anniversary of his first-ever DXpedition on 14 and 15 March. It was 


1948 when Denniston then W4NNN, Charley Orr, W4NND, and Buddy Buttizoni, 
W3GRP, put on what is now thought to be the first modern DXpedition. This 
operation was called "Gon-Waki" because Denniston's friends thought he was 
crazy. The original operation took place in the Bahamas as VP7NG 
participated in the second weekend of the ARRL .CW DX Contest on 14 and 15 
March of 1948. Look for anniversary station VP2VI/50 operating from the 
British Virgin Islands from 00:002Z on 14 March through 24:00Z on 15 March. 
Bob and the rest of the operators will use original gear including an 
SX-28A, wires and a hand key on 10, 15, 20, 40, 80 and 160 meters. The 
"Gon-Waki II" team will be active 24 KHz up from the bottom of the band. 
50th anniversary QSL cards will be available from Bob's QSL manager AB1U.

MARCH CONTESTS 


Editor note: This article (less the "who is PVRC" portion) was prepared 
for and appeared in the March Autocall. It is geared toward the 
non-member non-contester. The Autocall column also gave points-of-contact 
and lists the spotting network frequencies 


This column will provide the casual operator with sufficient information 
to participate in the listed contests though, due to limited space, 
neither the complete scoring nor log submittal information is given. 
Below are a sample of 22 known HF contests to be held during MARCH with 
times in EST though logs should be kept in UTC (Zula) time. You do not 
have to be a member of any club or send in a score to enjoy operating in 
contests and helping others earn points.. 


ARRL DX Contest, SSB: 6th 7pm to 8th 7pm. 1.8 - 28 Mhz bands. Work 
stations outside Canada and the 48 states. You send RS-state (ex: 59 
Virginia) and DX sends RS-Power (ex: 59100). Multipliers are DXCC 
countries. PVRC competes in the club competition category. 


QCWA QSO Party SSB: 14th 9am to 16th lam, 160m and about 3915, 7245, 
14280, 21365, and 28545 kHz, non QCWA members send year of first license 
and state (ex: 97 Virginia). Members will include a chapter following the 
year. Chapters are multipliers. 


Wisconsin QSO Party: 14th lpm to 15th 8pm. CW: 3550, 3705, 7050, 7125, and 
14050 kHz plus 15 & 10 meters. Phone: 3890, 7230, 14290, 21350, and 28400 
kHz. WI stations work anybody and send county others work WI stations and 
send state. 


Alaska QSO Party, CW and phone: 20th 7pm to 22nd 7pm on 1835, 3700, 7035, 
7135, 7235, 14035,14245, 21135, 21335, 28135, and 28335 kHz. We send RS(T) 
and state and work only AK stations. AK send RS(T) and city. 


Bermuda Worldwide Contest, phone and CW. 20th 7pm to 22nd 7pm but only 
operate 24 hours. 3.5, 7, 14, 21, and 28 MHz. Exchange RS(T) only. Work 
anybody.
